Raise Whisky Tax. 

At Frankfort, Tuesday, the State 
‘Board of Valuation and Assessment 
fixed the tax value of whisky in ware- 
houses at $10 per barrel, of 25 per 
barrel, or 25 per cent, over last year 
and other recent years.
